CHURCH NOTES 


Unemployment Insurance Fund 

Less than two years ago the Unemployment In¬ 
surance Fund held a balance of something over $900 
millions. Today, due to payments necessitated by the 
unemployment situation through which the country 
has been passing, the fund has shrunk to a hare $600 
millions and has every appearance of shrinking still 
further. 

Under the circumstances we cannot understand 
the federal government’s announcement that it pro¬ 
poses to introduce amendments to the Unemployment Lundy Findlay, Phone 
Insurance Act to extend its benefits to an even wider 6i. 
group and to expand the period in which payments 
may be claimed from thirty-six to fifty-two weeks. 

It is true that those in employment, together with 
their employers will be called up to increase their 
weekly payments into the fund, but we doubt whether 
such increases will augment the balance of the fund, 
especially as it is rumored that the payments to those 
unemployed will also be increased considerably. The 
government must be anticipating a very heavy de¬ 
crease in unemployment in the near future, but there 
are no immediate signs that this is probable. 

No fair-minded Canadian questions the necessity 
of providing assistance to those who, through no fault 
of their own, are temporarily without work, but the 
proposed increase in the weekly payment and the 
length of time for which it may be drawn, appears to 
us to be converting the act into an outright welfare 
scheme that will deliberately discourage many of 
those without work from vigorously seeking further 
employment. It is common knowledge that there are 
some unscrupulous pe ople who will not look for a job 
while they can draw t mft weekly dole, and increasing 
the period from thirty-six to fifty-two weeks will 
bring great joy to their hearts. 

The honest worker — and he is in the vast 
majority — dislikes the thought of drawing unemploy¬ 
ment benefits, and will do his utmost to seek another 
job, and it would be most unfortunate if the minority 
came to believe that unemployment benefits were in¬ 
tended as an alternative to seeking a job and earning 
a living.

A friend of mine said "If you can 
make jelly from one kind of fruit, 
then jelly made from two kinds of 
fruit will be twice as good!’’ Well, 
that’s certainly true of the fol¬ 
lowing recipe: 

CURRANT AND 
RASPBKKRV JELLY 
4V; cups juice (about 1 quart 
fully ripe red currants and I tj 
quarts ripe red raspberries) 

7 cups (3 lbs.) sugar

Witnesses ‘Denied 
Right To Worship’ 

The Vulcan congregation of 
Jehovah’s Witnesses learned June 
28, that Jehovah’s Witnesses in 
Argentina have been denied their 
constitutional rights of free as¬ 
sembly and worship. A vote of pro¬ 
test was taken and plans discussed 
to petition the Argentine Republic 
to correct the restrictions laid on 
the Christian group’s activities. 

Mr. McKee, the local congrega¬ 
tion's presiding minister, said that 
in spite of many liberal advance¬ 
ments made by the present Argen¬ 
tine government that ousted the 
dictatorial Heron regime, a few 
non-Catholic religious groups that 
were declared illegal by Peron 
have yet to be recognized by Ar¬ 
gentine’s constitutional president, 
Arthuro Frondizi. 

According to Mr. McKee, two 
different applications for recogni¬ 
tion were denied by the “Ministry 
of Worship," a department of the 
government formed by Peron to 
control the registry of all non- 
Catholic religions in the country. 
Furthermore, two futile appeals 
have been made to the present 
government to rescind the order 
denying Jehovah's Witnesses the 
right to register. The latest appeal 
was made following a new decree 
signed by Frondrzi on Feb. 6, 1959, 
giving non-Catholic religions full 
right to worship God as guaran¬ 
teed by Article 14 of the Argen¬ 
tine Constitution.
